THE COMMISSION. 
PACKARD’S POINTS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New Orveans, April 6.—The Commission or- 
ganized with Judge Lawrence as President and 
Mr. Hawley as Secretary. Advisers of Gov. 
Packard have prepared a document for the Com- 
mission in which the following points are made: 
First, that as to thirty-three panshes in the 
State there is no controversy or difference between 
Democrats and Republicans. Secondly, that in 
twelve other parishes the polls were thrown out 
for intimidation ana violence, which had the 
effect of changing the result so that either Re- 
publican Representatives or Senators were re- 
turned instead of Democrats. Third, that, 
accepting the Democratic returns and 
the votes actually cast in the 
remaining twelve parishes, the result 
would have given Packard for Governor over 
Nicholls 401 majority, while two of the Hayes 
Electors would have been defeated. 

The Commission 

CALLED on GOV. PACKARD 

to-day, and propounded to him two interroga- 
tories, namely: What are your claims to the 
office of Governor?” and What are your means 
of establishing these claims?”’ He made a for- 
mal statement of his positicn, asserting that his 
majority was indisputable; that he hada force 
at command which would support him outside 
of the City of New Orleans, and that the strength 
of Nicholis lay almost entirely in the city. 

Gov. Packard laid stress upon the fact that 
the Criminai Sheriff of New Orleans was a Dem- 
ocrat, and executed the processes of the Nich- 
olls Supreme Court. The Packard Supreme 
Court deposed this Sheriff, and Packard said 
that when his Court was recognized as the legal 
one, as it ultimately must be, there would be a 
shrinkage in Nicholls’ power in the city. 

It is understood that the Commission will 
look into the question of the 
LEGALITY OF THE RESPECTIVE SUPREME COURTS 
to-day. 

After leaving the Packard State-House the 
Commission called upon Gov. Nicholls at Odd-

Pack- 
ard’s people are disposed to be more submissive 
to the authority of the Commission than the 
Nicholls people are. In speaking with the Com- 
missioners, Nicholls indicated to them very 
clearly that he would under no circumstances 
depart from his original policy, whatever their 
advice might be. :

FOR NICHOLIS. 
A BIG DEMONSTRATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New Organs, April 6.—The meeting in La- 
fayette Square at noon to-day was impysing in 
point of numbers, and significant for the first 
appearance before such a gathering of two rep- 
resentative colored men. At one time fully 
20,000 persons were present. The utmost good 
humor prevailed, the unanimity of sentiment 
perbaps contributing to the general peace. 
About 2,000 White Leaguers were present, and 
scattered throughout the crowd, all wearing 
citizens’ clothes. The resolutions were received 
with enthusiasm. Every denunciation of Pack- 
ard evoked a tumult, and cries of “Hang 
him.“ “Give us a chance at him,” were 
not infrequent. Mention of Gov. Nicholls, on 
the other hand. stifred the crowd to cheers. 
The resolutions declaring that the people will 
never under any circumstances submit to Pack- 
ard were 
HAILED WITH DELIGHT 
on all sides. Many colored people were in the 
audience, and they helped to welcome Pinch- 
back and Allaine. The speeches of these col- 
ored men eclipsed the efforts of their white 
associates, and really constituted the oratorical 
features of the occasion. Both proclaimed 
themselves Republicans, and Allaine even said 
that he had the highest respect for Pack- 
ard, yet the people good-humoredly re- 
fused to take offense, ana cheered. 
the colored speakers more than the others. 
Pinchback and Allaine said that the only safety 
of their people lay in upholding the Nicholls 
Government. Both seemed to be anxious that 
the color-line should be broken, and that the 
present partisan tests should be abolished. 

The speech of Allaine, in particular, was a 
surprise to everybody. He is a young colored 
man, owner of a valuable sugar plantation in 
the North, who lately deserted the Packard 
Legislature, and pow holds a place in the Nich- 
olls Senate.

NEW FREIGHT RATES. 

The announcement made in yesterday’s paper 
that the managers of the Eastern trunk lines 
had agweed upon a treaty of peace has been re- 
ceived with much gratification by the railroad 
managers in this city-~ While it is 
admitted that the mew agreement is not 
could be desired, inasmuch as 
Baltimore has a greater advantage than it 
should have on the foreign business, yet. it was 
the general opinion that it was better to make 
a concdéesion than go on with a war which would 
embarrass, if not destroy, pearly all the railroad 
interests in the country. Under the new agrec- 
ment there can be no difficulties as regards the 
foreigu, export business, and no more through 
bills of iading will be made by the railroats. 
All the export business is to be charged at the 
reguiar seaport rates, to which the vessel rates 
are adiled. The. concession the Pennsylvaniz . 
Railroad made on the local rates it gained on 
the export business. New Yorkseems to have 
the worst of the bargain. While it is be- 
lieved that the present arrangement will 
not answer for a considerable length of time, 
yet it is believed that it will be adhered to dur- 
ing this summer at least. None of the roads 
are in such a condition just now as to wage an 
energetic war, and this will probably keep them 
from mischief until business improves. 

The General Managers and General Freight 
Agents of the roads leading from this city to 
the East held a meeting yesterday at the office 
of the Eeoneyivani Company, in this city, to 
establish bew freight rates to the East in ac- 
cordance with the new eement. The meet- 
ing was very animated and lasted all day. 
There was a great diversity of opinion as re- 
gards the pew. rates. Some were. of 
the opinion that the rate should be made on 
the basis of 25 cents per 100 pounds on grain 
from Chicago to New York, and should be 
maintained at this ficure until the close of the 
navigation season. The majority, however, be- 
lieved that it was better to make the rate on 
the basis of 30 cents, and make a further reduc- 
tion alter navigation has fully opened. This 
latter opinion finally prevailed, and the follow- 
ing new tariff was adopted:

A NEW UNION DEPOT. 
Numberless times it bas been announced that 
the Pittsburg. Fort Wayne & Chicago and the 
Chicago & Alton Railroads were about to com- 
mence the erection of a grand union depot at 
the corner of Canal and Madison streets, but 
each time the report proved to be premature. 
No one could deny, not even the railroads them- 
selves, that the unsightiy and dilapidated sheds 
serving as a unſon depot at that point were not 
only a disgrace to the railroads but also to the 
city, as the smallest towns on any of the lines 
entering at the Madison street depot had better 
accommodations. Every year pearly were plans 
drawn up for a grand structure, but when 
it came to begin active operations the roads 
backed out because they had no money to build 
such a depot. The sheds serving asa depot 
have now become s0 dilapidated that it is im- 


possible to make them serve another year, and, 


therefore, the Pittsburg & Fort Wayne and the 
Chicago & Alton Railroads, who own the 
ground, have come to the conclusion that some- 
thing bas to be done at once, no matter whether 
there is any money inthe treasury or not. The 
managers of these roads have held several 
meetings lately, and have finally decided to pull 
down the old shedsandin their place erect a 
commodious temporary depot. The structure 
will neither be elaborate nor ornamental, but 
will be a plain, substantial brick building which 
is to cost about $20,000. This structure will give 
ample and satisfactory accommodations for 
some years, or until the roads are better situ- 
ated financially, when it will have to give way 
toagrand union depot which will be an orna- 
ment to the city aud a credit to the railroads.

THE EFFECT OF BISMARCK’S RETIREMENT. 

Lonpon, April 6.—A special from Vienna to 
the Times says: Prince Bismarck’s long fur- 
lough has produced great regret here, not un- 
mixed with something like misgivings for the 
future. The course of Kastern events bas been 
vie wed in Berlin rather less hopefully than any- 
where else. All along the impression has been 
prevalent here that things had gone too far to 
allow of a pacific settlement. Whenever the 
prospect seemed a little more hopeful it was al- 
ways from Berlin that the warning came against 
premature hopes. It has been the same 
relative to the protocol, which, perhaps, 
inspires Jess hope in Berlin than anywhere. 
It would. therefore, be very like self-delusion to 
interpret Prince Bismarck’s withdrawal as a 
symptom that things are deemed at Berlin to 
have taken such a turn as to allow the services 
of the Chancellorto be dispensed with altogether 
or temporarily. Whatever may be the causes of 
that withdrawal, it opens up a prospect of un- 
certainty especially as regards Austria, the 
pivot of whose foreign policy since 1881 has been 
good understanding with Germany. Rightly or 
wrongly, Prince Bismarck’s presence at the head 
of the German Government has come to be re- 
garded as a sort of guarantee that Germany 
would never allow Russian influence to assume 


dangerous preponderances. Though there is no 


reason to suppose that Prince Bismarck's with- 

drawal will produce any change in this respect, 

aud much less that his withdrawal has been in- 

fluenced by any change which may be preparing 

in this direction, still itis a step into the un- 

known which cannot fail to cause misgivings.”’ 
RUSSIAN OPINION.

had been fired inte the body Ss 
Jewett. Four of these were small, and 


It was one ot 
the most deliberate and carefully-planned at- 
tempts at wholesale murder in thé annals 
of. crime.

Finding . bimselé. not 
injured seriously, he emptied the 
four chambers of his Sharp’s revolver Into bis 
body, and still fearing to fail in his purpose, fol- 
lowed this with a fifth shot fromthe Colt, whieh 
he had been in the habft of carrying 
strapped to his body since the War. This 
seems incredible, but the wounds were all 
made from the same direction, and there is 
every evidence to make ft believed they were m- 
flicted by Jewett himself.

from the fact that, after it all, when carried into 
the outer offive, he raised himself and drank 
from a flask of brandy offered him.

Another theory, 
that Mr. Taintor, son-in-law of George D. Jew- 
ett, rushed. into the room after the ex- 
plosion and shot Orville in revenge, 
shows what stories can be invented 
That the shooting was done immediately after 
tae bemb explosion is corroborated by the jan- 
itor and his wifé, who were startled by the loud 
noise, and heard thereafter four sharp reports, 
and then another.

It is known he bad a lot of traps up- 
stairs, and among them perhaps was the 
bomb, for he led the attack with 
hand-grenades at Port Hudson, and might

There is need of more precise and stringent 
legislation to regulate the making up of the roll 
of a new House of Representatives at Washing- 
ton. At present, this matter is left to the Clerk 
of the previous House, whose duty fs to put on 
the roli of the new House every member-elect 
who holds a regular certificate. Of course, he 
nejther nor can have, authority to go be- 
yond this clerical work. Heretofore there have 
been only two cases in which the Clerk has at- 
tempted to go beyondit. The first of these 
cases occurred when the Twenty-sixth so n 
was organized, in December, 1830. Hugh A. 
Garland, the old Clerk, assumed authorit 
exclude from the roll the six members from 
New dersey who held regular and legal certifi- 
cates of election, because their seats were con- 
tested; and he refused to puta motion direct- 
ing him to enter them on the roll. Tnis matter 
delayed the organization of the House fourteen 
days. The usurping Clerk was put aside by the 
action of John Quincy Adams, who proposed to 
put the motion himself, and, thereupon, was 
made Temporary Chairman. Mr. Garland 
learned that it belongs to the House to 
decide such contested election cases. 
The second case occurred in December, 
1868, when the Thirty-eighth Congress was or- 
ganized.

them the organization. Consequently, he ex 
cluded from the roll a considerable number of 
States that had Republican delegations, and 
made it show a Democratic majority. His mode 
of proceeding was to specify a particular form 
of certificate, without regard to State laws, and 
throw out the delegations whose cértiticates 
were not substantially in that form.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


MR. BRIDGE RESUMES. 


At the afternoon session Mr. Bridge produced 


the books of his office, which showed on am- 
ination that Commissioner Cornell had been 
charged from 8 to 10'per cent on the certificates 
taken up by him, The remainder of the points 
elicited were in no degree different from the 
evidence given in the . 

In answer to Mr. Kales witness stated that 
the effect of his employment by the Park Board 
was to save the delinquent tax-property from 
the hands of the “tax-grabbers.” Through his 
office the people could redeem their property by 
paying the faceſot the certificate and a small 
penalty. The  “tax-grabbers” exacted the 


\ full legal peualty, using the County Treasurer 


for their purpose. No person whatever had 
been deprived ef property through his office, 
and he could state authoritatively that in no 
case had any Commissioner received a single 
cent out of his receipts. 

By Mr. Mason—I attend the tax-sales, some 
of which extend over three months. If no per- 
son attended these sales there would be a for- 
feiture to the State, but plenty of people hold 
that the forfeiture would not be good. Outside 
towns had hundreds of thousands of dollars’ 
worth of certificates which they could not dis- 
pose of at half af their face value, not reckon- 
ing interest at all. There were other buyers 
beside witness at tax-sales. Further, the 
witness explained that he had acted forthe 
Park Commissioners and Merchants’ Savings, 
Loan & Trust Company. The only advantages 
afforded had been gravted to poor persons. 

MR. WILLIAM BEYE, 
Assistant County Treasurer, said that an ar- 
ey — was made by the Park Board where- 
by Bridge’s checks were to be accepted as cash. 
On the first installment of the assessment a few 
sinall lots were forfeited, but none on any other 
assessment. Mr. Beye explained the manner in 
which the tax-sales were made at some length. 
Witness had attended the tax-sales. He never 
suspected that the tax-bidders were anxious to 
buy the pieces of land which Mr. Bridge de- 
clined to take, or that there existed any arrange- 
ment between Mr. B and these gentlemen. 
Mr. Beye also produced the bonds given by 
the different Commissioners, and filed in the 
County Treasurer’s office prior to March, 1874. 
It appeared that since that time the bonds had 
been deposited with the County Clerk. 
HENRY H. GAGE 

was the next witness. An arrangement was made 
for him to purchase certificates. This was made 
in 1878, and the subject of the agreement was 
that checks should be drawn in his own name. 
Secretary Harmon represented tae South-Park 
Commission. Persons wishing to buy certifi- 
cates came to witness for that purpose, The 
arrangement was made with a member of the 
Board in the fall of 1873. The arrangement 
covered only sales iu the Towns of Hyde Park 
and Lake on acepunt of the first assessment. 
The ent lasted one year, and witness 
struck about $64,000 worth of certificates. 
It was arranged that witness’ check should be 

received by the County rer, as cash; the 

same ain the case of Mr. Bridge. He bought 

all the certificates except about $20,000 worth. 

MR. M. L. GREENLEAF, 

collector for the Board, was then sworn. He 
had been connected with the Board since a short 
time after its organization, probably since Feb- 
ruary or March, Had also served as Sec- 
retary of the Commission, and is now collector. 
Bought a few lots in South Chicago on the first 
assessment, giving the order of the for 
the amount. No other person acted in that 


way so far as the witness knew. From 
time to time the owners came forward 
to buy back their land, and they were 


charged the legal rate of 10 per cent for this ac- 
commodation. Up tothe time of witness’ ap- 
pointment the Board did their own collections. 
The total amount involved, as stated, was about 
$1,500. It was probable that eventually the 
whole assessments would be paid. 

In reply to the Committee, to Judge Duulevy, 
and otkers, the witness traveled over his previ- 
ous statements, reiterating them at great 
length, but bringing put no new points worthy 
of comment. e recognized and identified the 
books of his office since the fire:

MUNICIPAL BON DS. 


An Important Decision by the United 


States Supreme Court. 


Such Securities Void Unless Backed Up 
by Legislative Enactment. 


An Omission to Oomply with Oonstitu 
tional Forms Nullifies the | 
Enactment. 


Full Text of the Judgment in the 
Ottawa Bond Case.

The following is the full text of the decizion de- 
livered by Mr. Justice Bradley, in the United States 
Supreme Court, in the case of the Town of South 
Ottawa vs. Noah C. Perkins:

as held that itis necessary to the validity of a statute 
that it should appear by the legislative journals thas it 
was duly — in the manner requ by the Consti- 


tution. 

As ony as 1853, it was decided, in Spangier.vs. 
Jacoby. 14 Til, 200, that it was competent to show 
from the journals of either branch of the Legislature 
that a icular act was not passed in the m pre- 
scribed by the Constitution, and thus defeat the opera- 
tion altogether. The nstitution uires each 
House to kee a journal, an declares 
that certain facta, made essential t e 
passage of a law, shal! be stated therein. If these facts 
are not set forth, the conclusion is that they did not 
transpire. The rnal is made up under the immedi- 
ate direction of the House, and is presumed to contain 
a tull and e history of its proceedings. If a 
certain act reeelyed the constitutional assent of the 
body, it will so appear on the face of its journal. And 
when a contest arises as to whether the act was 
the journal may be appealed to to settle it. It is the 
evidence of the action of the House, and by it the act 
must stand or fall. It certaitly was not tae intention 
of the framers of the Constitution that the signatures 
of the Speakers and the Executive should furnish con- 
cluaive evidence of t of a law. The 
presumption indeed is, that an act thus verified be- 
eomes the law, revant to the requirements of the 
Constitution, but that presumption may be overthrown. 
If the journal is or destroyed, the presumption will 
sustain the law, for it will be intended that the proper 
entry was made in the joyrnal. But when the journal 
is in existence, and it fails to show that the act was 
passed in the mode prescribed by the Constitution, the 
presumption is overcome and the act must fall.”

Substantially the same 
questions were raised by dem rtoa piea. The ground 
of this decision seems to have been that the boider of 
the bonds was a bona fide pur:haser of them without 
notice of any objection to their validity; that the first 
installment of intcrest was paid at maturity; and there- 
tore that the defendant was estopped from offering any 


‘evidence to show (hat the act was not passed, the same 


having been duly published among the printed statutes 
asa law, and being therefore prima facie a valid law; 
in her words, that although the act might not have 
been duly passed, the town, under the cl: cumstances of 
the case, was estopped from denying its passage. 
WE CANNOT ASSENT TO THIS VIEW. 

There can be no estoppel in the way of ascertaining 
the existence of alaw. That which purports to be the 
law of a State is@ law or it is not a law, avcording as 
the truth of a fact may be, and not according to the 
shifting circumstances of parities. It would be an in- 
tolerable state of things if a document purporting to 

an act of the lature could thus be a lew in one 
case and for one party, and not a law in another case 
aud for net we a law to-day and not a lav to- 
morrow; a law one place and not «law in another 
piace in the same State. And whether it be a law or 
not a law, is @ juaicial question to be settled and de- 
termined by the Courts and Judgea. The doctrine of 
extoppel is totally inaimiasible in the case. It would 
be a very unseemly state of things, after the Courts of 
lllinots have determined that a pretended statute of 
that State ts not such, . never been constitutlon- 
ally passed, forthe Courts of the United States, with 
the same evidence before them. to held otherwise. 

It is declared by the Judictary act as a fundamental 
principle ** that the laws ofthe several States, except 
where the Constitution, treaties, or statutes of the 
United States shall othe se provide or require, shall 
be regarded as rules of decision tn trials at common law 
in the Courts of the United States in cases where they 
apply " Sec. 34), and this Court hes aiways held that the 
laws of the States are to recetve their authoritative 
construction from the State Courts. excep. where the 
ih ederal Constitution and laws are concerned; and the 
State Constitutions, in like manner. are to be construed 
as the state Courts coustrue them. ‘his hag been so 
often laid down as the proper rile, and is in itself so 
obviously correct, that it unpecessary to refer to the 
authorities. 

if, therefore, the law in question had never been 
ei upon by the State Courts, the Courts of the 

nited States would nevertheless be bound to give the 
Constitution of Lilinocts the same construction which 
the State Courts give tt; and to bold a pretend- 
ed act of the Legislature void and not a law which the 
State Courts would hold to be so. Otherwise we should 
have the strange spectacle of two differents tribunals, 
having co-erdina u iction in the same State, 
differing as te the validity and existence of a statute of 
that State without any power to arbitrate between 
them. In speaking. however, of (heir jurisdiction as 
being co-ordiuate, it is only meant that one has no 
power to enforce its decisions upon the other. Asa 
matter of propriety and right, toe decision of the State 
courts on the question as to what are the jaws of the 
State, is binding upon those of the United States. fn 
our judgment, it was not necessary to have rawed an 
ae on this subject exespt by demurrer to the deciara- 
t 


Not the courts, bat individuals,. bound to 
know the law, and cannot be received plead ignor- 


ance of it. The holder-of the bonds in question can 
claim no in on that seore, and can take no ad- 
vantage from the allegation that he fs a bona fide pur-

He seen 
mad-stone belonging to Mr. Charles Santer, of the 
Town bf B. „in this county, and applied it to 
the spot wheré the wound had been, and has kept 
it there ever since. 

The reporter went to Peterson's house, at the 
corner of Wentworth avenue and Fifty-second 
street. Peterson was found at home, and seem 
ingly well and hearty. His left thumb was 
ban d, but on removing the 35 — there was 
discovered the mad- stone, attached like a leech to 
the upper portion. Strangely enough, thie stone 
was almost exactly similar to the one in the 
possession of Mr. Baum. It was black, and about 
the same size, —the only difference being that it 
was atrifie thicker, and the edges were rounded. | 
Peterson said that he was feeling much better, and 
hoped to be able to discontinue the use of the stone 
within a week. He had already been carrying it 
around on his thumb for five weeks. 

Dr. L. R. Williams, who attended Barnador as 
well as Peterson, was next visited. He said that 
he had examined the mad-stone that Peterson was 
applying, and did not consider that it 
was any better than any other stone 

might be picked up on the street. 
The mad stone superstition had long since 
been exploded. If there were any good init. the 
benefit arose merely from the fact that it allayed the 
fear and excitement of the patient. and thus, per- 
haps, might in some instances prevent hydropho- 
bia. As to any inherent virtue in the stone, he 
scoffed at the idea. Dr. Williams stated aleo that 
he had for an ex ent applied the stone to his 
arm, having previously scarified the flesh, as the 
atient is expected to do, and the stone had ad- 
ered. He considered that fact enough to disprove 
the theory that the mad-stone would only. stick 
where there was a virus.

5 THE PRICE OF A DOG-BITE. 

Judge Jameson has been occupied the last two 
days with a rather singular dog case. The plaintiff, 
Walter L. Smith. it appeared from the evidence, 
went inte the saloon of Joseph Michie and Emil 
M. Ullrich, on the southeast corner of Cottage 
Grove avenue and Twenty-fifth street, to get a 
drink. While there he eapied a large dog and ap- 
proached it. One of the proprietors warned 
bim that the dog was not to de trusted, 
but Smith remarked, ‘‘I bave seen dogs like 
this before,” and commenced patting 
the animal's head. The unsympathising 
brute, however, failed to appreciate the kindness, 
and caught hold of Smith's hand, biting it severe- 
ly, and incapacitating him for business for some 
time. The victim began a suit against the saloon- 
keepers, claimi ar ge de mages. and yesterday 
recovered a verdict for $850. Tue evidence was 
somewhat conflicting, but the defendants felt con- 
fident of an acquittal, as they had warned plaintiff 
of the dog's nature, and they were astonished at 
the verdict. 

The following was the only instruction given for 
the plaintiff: 

If the jury believe from the evidence that the defend- 
ante were during the month of April, 1873, the keepers 
of a dog that was ferocious and mischievous, or 
and accustemed to bite mankind, knowing the

was such injury. 

Four long instructions were given on the part of 
the defendants to the effect that the case must be 

roved by a preponderance of evidence; that it was 
awful to keep a dog, even though ferocious, in the 
saloon, provided he was fastened ina part of the 
room where it was not necessary for a customer to 
f°: that if the defendants were not guilty of neg- 

igence, plaintiff could not recover; that if plairtiff 
was guilty of misconduct and carelessness in ap- 
proaching the dog, after having been warned that 
the dog was dangerous, he could not recover. 

The Jury came to the conclusion that the defend- 
anta were to blame, although they had warned 
Smith, and gave the latter A motion fora 
new trial was at once made

During this dreadiul 
famine, the historian relates there was no 
abatement of delicacies at Cambyses’ table; 
camels were reserved to carry his kitchen furni- 
ture and the trappings to surround him with 
evidences of luxury. The officersaf the Mutual 
Life ot New York are modern Camdyses. These 
cormorant benefactors of the “widows and the 
orphans,” taking advantage of the hard times, 
have compelled the making of greater sacrifices 
than the “tenth man.“ Holders of policies, 
which in many instances represented the savings 
of years (the insured having fondly 
hoped that they had laid by some- 
thing for their loved ones at honie), 
being pressed for money, were obliged to 
sacrifice their policies, while these heatben”’ 
officers were in the meantime living upon the 
fat of the land—drinking the most expensive 
wines, clothing themselves in purple and fine 
linen, driving the finest equivages, and travel- 
ing in Europe at the expense of their confiding 
and unfortunate victims. Yet they have the 
effrontery to announce in their annual report 
that they have practiced economy, and that 
their *‘expenses are below those of any other 
company.“ Cambyses is called a heatien and 
a ty:ant, but Winston and his relatives are 
designated Christians and benefactors. Verily, 
what is there is a name! 

The last report of the Mutual Life of New 
York states tnat the expenses were ouly 6 71-100 
of the re.eipts. Tuis is a delusion and a snare. 
Their premium receipts were nearer $10,000,000 


tuan $15,000,000. The way they arrived at the 


latter figures can best be illustrated by this eim- 
pie proposition: Say the premium on a policy 
w.s $100, and the dividend 30 per cent. The 
holder really paid only $70, but he was credited 
with $100, anu thus the expenses were made 6 
71-100, instead of about 11 per cent of the re- 


cei pts. 

The most astonishing item in the expense a- 
count is Salaries.“ President Winston receives 
the modest sum of $30,000 a year; a son-in-law, 
only 818,000; his son, who is one of the exam- 
ining puysicians,“ the insignificant stipend of 
$9,600. A large number oi the employes of the 
Company are relatives of Winston or his wile. 
The total pay-roll of the home office amounts to 


A. 278. 

H. B. Merrill. of Detroit, a son-in-law, who, 
in connection with Mr. Ferguson, is toe Geueral 
Agent for Michigan, Indiaua, Lilinoia, Iowa, 

isconsin, and Minnesota, received as commis- 
sions detween $100,000 and $150,000. His prout 
from the Chicago agency last year was about 
$20,000. And we are iniormwed that Mr. Merri/l 
spends most of his time traveling in Europe. 
This Detroit agency is of no benefit to the 
policy-holders outside of the State of Michigan. 

This Company uad outstanding a large num- 
ber of endowment polic.es,—pulicies payable to 
the assured aiter a certain number of years— 
tive, ten, fifteen, or twenty. They were valua- 
ble; some of them had almost matured. For 
collecting the annual premium on these the 
agents receive only 2 percent. Owing t the 
bard times the ageut*, at the order of the Com- 
pany, made a wholesale onslaugut last year on 
the bulvers of suca policies, offering taem a 
value much below the actual reserve; 2 ; 
however, that their victim would take the same 
amount of insurance, at his advanced age, on 
which the agents would receive the modest 
commission of 33 per cent, with renewal 
commissions of 10 per cent for five years. 
Some, who were emb were at first not 
inclined to make the ex-bange, since they were 
not certain of their ability to pay the annual 
premium. They were told that, unless they 
delivered up their endowment policies, no 
money could be obtained on them; that, if they 
couldn’t pay the premium on the new policies, 
tney could jet them lapse. This wage wonder- 
fully far proposition to make to mén who hail 
paid them money for years, but, being “hard 
up,“ a large number made the sacrifice, and 
enabied the agents to gather in 33 per cent 
com missions on tue new liie policies, instead uf 
the 25 per <ent collection fee. 

Merrill and Ferguson are said to have made 
$15,000 to $20,000 in Ciicaro alone by this 
operation last year, the Cuica go sub-avent of 
course getting his toll also. All of which 1s, 
perhaps, perfectiy legitimate, but the policy- 
holders had to pay dearly for a little money to 
aid them in keeping afloatin the current which 
threatened them with ruin. But business was 
dull with the agents, and hence the Little scheme 
to keep up with tueir rivals, the Massachusetts 
and Connecticut companies. 

Under what was called the English examina- 
tion, this English Committee discovered that 
the Directors were paid one year $189,000, which 
was charged to tax account. This Committee 
also discovered that the President's son was at 
one time insured by the Company for 612.000 
and that he soid his policy to the Company, an 
two years after his death the policy was renewed 
and his widow was paid $12,000.

Life of New York appointed a committee who

At tne same time the 
Superintendent oi the Insurance Department of 
New York, with his assistants and experts, was 
also engaged in examining the affairs of the 
Company. Both of these examinations, we are 
told, were very exhaustive.” and of course they 
found everyti lovely; and just as they expect- 
ed, only a good deal more so. But the Legisla- 
ture of New York found out more in fifteen 
minutes, without any expense to the policy- 
holders, than did this Committee in six weeks.

We may safely assume that very few persons, 


even in this State, ever heard that there was a 


Winnebago war in Illinois, and yet just fifty 


years ago the coming summer there was such a 


war, which involved the levy of troops, the ap- 
pointment of officers, their organization into 
companies and battalions, long marches of hun- 
dreds of miles, and the loss of life, though it 
was finally terminated before a pitched battle 
was fought, and we are happy to be able to give 
an authentic account of this war, written by the 
Hon. William Thomas, of Jacksonville, in this 
State, who, as it will be seen. was one of the 
volunteer soldiers engaged in the war, and so is 


the best possible authority on thegubject. Judge

Thomas is one of

of Illmois, and has deservedly occupied | 


a high position at the Bar for more 
than fifty years, and hcs filled without reproach 


and always with credit many high positions, | 


both political and judicial, in the State. He 
still lives, with unimpaired facuities, where he 
has resided for more than half a century, 
respected and beloved by all who know him. 


He was contemporary with Cook, and Eddy, 


and Blackwell, and Forquer, and Logan, and 


other great men, who cast sucha brilliant lustre 
upon the legal protession in the early history of 
the State, and, as a learned lawyer, was the peer 


such men are of the greatest value to the future 
historian, and should be understood by all the 


present generation. 

THE CAUSES OF THIS WAR 
are best given in Reynolds’ Life and Times,“ 
as follows: 

About July, 1827, the Winnebago war occurred 
in the country around and north of Galena, in tuis 
The cause of thie small speck of war was 
& great outrage committed by the whites on the 
indians, which was of such brutality that it is painfal 
to record. 

Two keel-boats of the contractor to furnish pro- 
visions for the troops at the Falls of St. Anthony 
stopped at a large camp of the Winncbago Indians 
on the river, not far above Prairie du Chien. The 
boatmen made the Indians drunk,—and no doubt 
were so themselves,—when they captured some 
six or seven squaws, who were also drunk. These 
captured squaws were forced on the boats for cor- 
rupt and brutal purposes. But, not satisded 
with this outra on female virtue, the 

atmen took squaws with them in 
the boats to Fort Snelling and returned with them. 
When the Indians became sober, and knew the in- 
javy done them in this delicate point, they mus- 
tered all their fo.ces, amounting to several hun- 
dreds, and attacked the boats in which the squaws 
were confined. The bodts were forced to approach 
— the shore in a narrow pass of the river, and 

ere 
THE INFURIATED SAVAGES ASSAILED ONE BOAT, 
and permitied the other to pase down in tue night. 
Tue boatmen were not entirely prepared for the 
attack, although to some extent they were guarded 
against iti. They had procared some arms and were 
on the alert to some degree. The Indians laid 
down in thoir canoes, and tried to paddle them to 
the boat; but the whites, seeing this, fired 
their muskey on them in the canocs. It was 
a desperate and furious fight, for a few minutes. 
between a good man 
ca aoes and only a few ten protected, te some 
extent, by their boat. One boatman, a sailor by 
profession on the lakes and ocean, who had been in 
many battles with the Britisa during the War of 
1512, saved the baat and those of the crew who 
were not killed. Thie man was large and st-ong, 
and courage of an African lion. e 
seized a part of the setting pole of the bout, which 


was avout four feet loag, and had on the end a 


piece of iron, which made the pole weishty anda 
8 weapon in the hands of da ey 
ack, ”’ as the champion was called. 
It is stated that when the Indians 
attempted to board the boat, ack would knock 


| tuem back into the river as ia tas they approached. 


The boat got fast on the ground, and the whites 
seemed dooined, but with great exertion, courage, 
and hard fizhting, the Indians were re eiled. 

The savages killed several] white men and wound- 
ed many more, leaving oarely enough to navigate 
the boat. It iw sai. that Jack had 

FOUR INDIAN SCALPS 
which he took from the same number of Indians he 
killed himself. 

Thus commenced and thus ended the bloodshed 
of the Winnebago war. No white man or Indian 
was killed before orafter 

THIS NAVAL ENGAGEMENT. 

The Winnebagoes were incensed at the intrusion 
of the whites on their lands in the searcn of min- 
erals, and the Government of the United States 
was insulted by an attack the Winnebagoes made 
on some Chippeway Indians, who were in the pro- 
tectaon of the united States at the time by a treaty. 
It was said that eight Chippeways were killed by 
the Winnebagoes. 


The following is 
JUDLB THOMAS’ ACCOUNT 
of the progress of this war, published in the 
Jacksonville Journal of Aug. 17, 1871: 

But few of the actors in this war remain among 
us. In 1827 Gov. Edwards received information 
on which he relied that the Winnevavo 
Indians had attacked some keel-boats which had 
been employed conveying army supplies 
to Prairie du Thien, on their return down the river, 
and that settlers aud minerson Fever River were 
in imminent danger of an attack from a band of 
the same and other Indians. ‘* The Governor or- 
dered the commanders of the different reziments 


| and odd battalions of Gen. Harrison's brigade on 


the east sue of the lilmois River (except tue 
Twentieth Regiment) to take immediate steps for 
detaching into service, according to law, one- 
fourth of their respective commands; and, should 
any part of the frontier south of Kock River be 
invaded by the savages, the Colonel entitied by 
law to command the detachment was ordered to 
march it with the least possible delay tothe yy 
of the int attacked, without waiting for further 
orders. The Governor sent by express (mean- 
ins a messenger on horseback) to Col. Thomas M 
Neale, of — — commander of the 
Twentieth Regiment, saying. You will accept 
the services of any number of mounted volun- 
teers, not exceeding 600, who will equip them- 
selves, find their own subsistence, and continue in 
service thirty days, unless sooner discharged. 
They will re.dezvous as fast as possible at Fort 
Clark (meaning Veoria), where you will organize 
and take the command of them, and march with 
all possible expedition to the assistance of our 
feliow-citizens at Galena, where, if you find an 
officer of tne United States army entitled to a su- 
perior command to yourself, you will report to him 
and receive his orders. In your progress you will 
avoid rusnly exposing your wen to unequal con- 
tests, but it ie expected you will not overlook any 
proper opportunity of repelling any hostile incur- 
sions of the savazes.” 

The facts reported to the Governor, on which he 
acted, have never (as lar asl have known) been 
made puvhe. Acting upon the ordergf this Go - 
ernor. Col Neale

Henry and myseif, 
hup.ng, from the appearance of the county miles 
aheau, that we could find running water, m 
auvance of the regiment, intenuing to mix with tae 
water part of the whisky in my saddle-vaw.

nthe bookbinding department the same ex- 
cessive charges were found, the rate of excess 
over the prices at which the work could have 
been done by private contract varying from 3 
to.125 per cent, according to the class of work. 
It was also shuwn that there was a fearful 
9 WASTE OF MATERIAL 
in every branch of the business. No proper ac- 
counting was kept of the immense quantity of 
paper consume in the office, which, 
with labor, farmed the largest items 
of expense, d the waste was fearful 
to contemplate. Indeed, inthe single item of 
sales of waste-paper, etc., Mr. Clapp’s ac- 
counts were short $60,000, he having sold up- 
wards of 630/000 4 year during the seven years 
of his incumibency. Another item especially 
alluded to was in the matter of gold-leaf. Over 
$50,000 worth of gold-leaf had been consumed 
in the bindery. The waste from this, according 
to the testimony of experts, should ve been 
$14,000. Mr. Clapp bad never accounted for 
any, but permitted the employes to dispose of 
it. A small quantity which bad been returned 
to him was gold by the Committee, and $367 
realized. This was all there was to show for 
14,000, Thel paper used is bourht by a Joint 
ommittee of Congress, who let the contract 
tor furnishing it tq the lowest bidder. All other 
supplies, however, the Public Printer purchased. 
His disbyrseements for such supplics amount- 
ed to over $2,000,000. It was shown 
that he bought only of his favorites, 
mainly of a |New Tork firm, who 
acted as middlemen. Mr. Clapp sent them his 
orders, they bought of the manufacturers, 
charging tae Publi: Printer from 10 to 20 per 
cent for their trouble. One member of this firm 
testified that it way his practice to charge the 
Public Printer from 10 to 20 per cent more than 
he did any other customer. Mr. Clapp testified 
that he was notin the habit of inquiriag the 
market pricesicf the articles of which he ‘stood 
in need, but ordered from this firm. There was 
no check whatever upon the extravagance of this 
department of Government manufactures. By 
law, the Publit Printer was required to report 
uarterly to the Secretary of the Treasury, to 
the Secretary of the Interior annually, aud to 
Congress at each sdssion. The first two reports 
were never made during the whole of Mr. 
Clapp’s seven years, and the report to Congress 
was shown to be falsified in many important par- 
ticulars. Thus this 
GREAT GOVERNMENT MANUFACTURING ENTER- 
| PRISE 
was run in the loosest possible manner, extrav- 
agance and petulation lurking in every corner, 
and without “ny check whatever uponit. No 
wonder the Committee reported that the 
Government Printing Office is conducted in an 
incompetent manner; that its general manage- 
ment is extravagant toadegree that would 
bankrupt any private establishment in the 
country.“ The Committee saw clearly that the 
Government cannot conduct such an establish- 
ment without inviting just such extravagance 
and peculationſas that laid to Mr. Clapp’s door, 
and therefore recommended that hereaiter the 
Government printing be given out by private 
contract. But the ry was at once raised that 
this was a partisan report, got up by Democrats 
to injure the Republicans, and, as a conse- 
quence, nothing was done with the Committec’s 
recommendations, and Mr. Clapp is still Public 
Printer. It rg, td be overlooked that, however 
isan the Committee might have been, or 
ow selfish its motives. the testimony which 
condemned the management: of the Public 
Printing Office was the testimony, not of poli- 
ticians, but of practical printers, binders, busi- 
ness men, and expert accountants, while Mr. 
Clapp’s own testimony showed the misappro- 
priation of public funds. I have gone into his 
report somewhat at length, without by any 


| means exhausting the subject, simply because 


it is the only report I have at hand to substan- 
tiate my statements, that the Government can- 
not enter into competition with private enter- 
prise except at a heavy loss to itself, opening 


up 
AVENUES FOR PECULATION AND FRAUD, 
and demorallzihg the branch of industry upon 
which it obtruiies itself. I know that similar 
reports have been made regarding the Navy- 
Yards, the building ef Governincnt vessels, the 
manufacture of arms, the engraving of bank- 
notes, bonds, revenue-stamps, eto, but these 
reports are not ayaiiable to me at present. The 
Government Printing Office is a fair sample of 
other Gavernment manufacturing enteprises, 
and Ar. neither better nor worse than any 
other in which) the Government figures as a 
principal. The system is all wrong, and should 
be reformed. Ido not know of a singie article 
which the Government makes for its own use 
that cannot be obtained more economically from 
other manufacterers, thus saving the money of 
the taxpayers, and, at the same time, stimu- 
lating private enterprise. Attempts have been 
made heretofore to do awav with some of the 
Government manufacturing establishments, but 
the politicians have fouud them too rich placers 
for their favorites to dig in to give them up so 
readily. It is by means of these that the army 
of office-holderg has been so greatly increased 
of late years."| Mr: Clapp in his testimony 
before the Committee, stated that he was 
obliged to make places in the Government 
Printing Office for the political friends.of his 
political friend, thus saddling himself with 
employes who were utterly worthless to him. 
How many of this dlass are to be found in the 
other manufacturing establishments of the 
Government? There seems no better work for 
the present Administration to do than to lay 
THE AX OF CIVIL SERVICE REFORM 

tothe root of these abuses, annihilating at 
once and forever all these great Goverument 
workshops, where extravagance and fraud are 
sapplug the yitajs. of private enterprise. Abol- 
ish the Governmeut shipvards, machine shops 
printing offices, and all other branches of man- 
ufacture, with their -hordes of worthless con- 
zumers of i ws subsidies, and then let 
the proper officefs go into the market 
and buy whatever the the Government 
requires at W ol rates. Competition is 
wu sure * against imposition, and pri- 
vate enterprise will prove a more faithful and 
trustworthy seryant than pampered jacks-in- 
office, who live not for the Government but by 
it. There is am intimation already that the 
War, Navy, and Interior Departments propose 
to make their pure by contracts secured 
through the medium of public advertisements 
and awards. Let this systém be persistently 
adhered to for one year and it will be satis- 
factorily demonstrated that the Government, as 
a manufacturer, is not a success. It sh be 
laid down as a fundamental rule of civil-service 
reform that the Government should manu- 
facture nothing which it can buy. Thereby will 
the number of: official leeches on the public 
Treasury be largely reduced, and millions of 
treasure saved. BoJOURN ER.
